that no single-family home cost- 
in gover $35,000 may be started 
without its consent. 


The order, effective immediate- 


ly, also requires each builder to 
obtain an NPA permit for any 
"multi-unit 
residential 
building" 


(apartment house) in excess ot 
three stories and basement. 


All Major Construction 


And it brought under similar 


control major construction' fields 
which so far have been untouched 
in the mobilization drive—any fac- 
tory, school, hospital, church, in- 
dustrial warehouse, highway, 
bridge, water system, utility or 
railroad project which uses more 
than 25 tons of steel. 


The latter broad category covers, 


in effect, every type of construc- 
tion which was not already under 
NPA regulation. 


Newspaper plants, and radio and 


television stations now will re- 
quire NPA permits regardless of 
the steel tonnage involved, the 
agency said.

soldiers captured by the Communists a week ago. returned to allied 
lines last night and told of being interviewed by a Chinese general. 


The men said they were well treated and were liberated twice— 


the second time they were accidentally recaptured. 


"They treated us pretty «well, 


especially after we were moved 
^>ack from the frontline troops," 
said a soldier from Baltimore. 


"The best one of all was the 


Chinese general wo met—he was 
a big chunky man and very well 
dressed. He didn't speak English 
and used an interpreter. He asked 
us a lot about our family lives. I 
guess he was the one who made 
the decision to let us go." 


Survived Trap 


The 15 were survivors of a party 


jfkf infantrymen who were trapped 


by the Chinr.se. 


"Some of the frontline Chinks 


pushed us around a bit," said a 
soldier from West Virginia. "But 
things were B lot better when we 
got behind their lines. We got the 
same food the Chinks did—rice and 
fish heads—we did all our moving 
at night and they kept marching 
HS back and forth to the 38th par- 
allel."

total U. S. manpower goal of 3,- 
462,000 to carry out his proposed 
campaign in Asia. 


Third Day 


For the third day. MacArthur 


was back in the witness chair 
before senators inquiring into hii 
dismissal as Far Eastern com- 
mander and the policy differences 
which led President Truman to re- 
call him. 


Senator Lyndon Johnson (D- 


Tcx) 
asked the five star general 


about the effect of his program on 
the manpower goal. 


MacArthur told him: "I will say, 


in answer to your basic question, 
that I am sure the overall strength 
which is bbeing provided now or 
debated now, would well encom- 
pass, without prejudice to any oth- 
er operations or demands that may 
be made upon it, the conclusion of 
whnt I had in mind in the Far 
East. 


Small Fraction 


"It would only take a relatively 


small fraction of that force to 
carry on the campaign that I 
would have in mind." 


MncArthur said that to utilize 


full U. S. power in the Far East, 
"there should be added increments 
of both the air and the navy."

In case of enemy attack, your 


•iome may be menaced more by 


preventable fire than by bombs, 
the National Board, of Fire Under- 
writers says. 


As part of the annual Spring 


Clean-Up Week campaign, the 
organization offers a program of 
"fire-proof housekeeping" which 
will make your home safer in 
peacetime and less vulnerable in 
the event of war. 


'Demonstrated Danger 


If World War II demonstrated the 
fire' danger following any bomb- 
ing attack. Broken electric wiring, 
stoves tumbled over, or combusti- 
ble rubbish set afire by sparks 
caused heavy damage and took 
many lives. 


"A major safeguard is to remove 


as much 
combustible material 


from the house as possible," the 
fire safety engineers point out. 
"dean out your 
closets, attic, 


jftasement, and garage. Don't let 
rubbish accumulate." 


Oily rags and paint cloths which 


must be kept available should be 
in covered metal containers. 


Flammable Liquids 


Get rid of gasoline, benzine, or 


other highly flammable liquids, the 
engineers advise. See that paint 
cans and turpentine jars, if kept, 
are in a cool part of the cellar. 


Keep electric wiring, extension 


4*ords, and appliances in good re- 
pair. 


Once a bombing alert is sounded, 


these three steps will help prevent 
a fire in your home: 


1. Close all fuel and draft doors 


of the furnace or wood stoves. 


2. Put out all open flames, in 


portable heaters, 
fireplaces, or 


candles. 


3. Close all windows and doors 


to block fire sparks and infiltra- 
tion of radioactive dust or mist.

Each year forest fires in the 


United States, most of them man- 
caused, destroy enough wood to 
build 86 thousand homes. 


Sunlit Hog House 
Key to Producing 
Premium Animals 


Scientific hog raising for highest 


profits calls for warm, dry, inex- 
pensive housing. Three prime ad- 
vantages to having movable hog 
houses are cited by animal hus- 
bandry 'experts. They are: Sows 
can be separated at 
farrowing 


time. Growing pigs can be Kept 
on clean ground. Rye or legume 
pastures can be utilized in rotation. 


When the sun has an opportunity 


to send its warm and sanitizing 
rays directly into a hog house, then 
the farmer adds a plus. When he 
is able to build quickly a structure 
that is both economical and dur- 
able, then he has another plus. 
These add up to the sunlit hog 
house, so called because half the 
roof may be opened like a door. 


Boon to Farmers 


For the growing number 
of 


farmers using the sanitation plan 
of rasing hogs, the sunlit hog 
house is a boon. They can readily 
practice the fundamentals of the 
hog raising success formula: Hog 
comfort, sanitation, and prevention 
of disease. 


The sunlit hog house is simply 


constructed. Its dimensions arc 
seven feet long, six feet wide and 
four feet 10 inches high. Built on 
skids, the house has a one-inch 
rough floor laid on two by four- 
inch sills. Studding of two by 
three-inch lumber supports 
the 


quarter-inch tempered hardboard. 
which is used for siding and roof. 


Four-inch light strap hinges are 


used for turning back the roof 
door. The opening is situated on 
the narrow side of the' gabled roof. 
Its area is approximately 12 square 
feet.

^Divider Creates Hallway and 
Gives Shelves and Wardrobes 


An attractive entry, hall may be 


created adjacent to the front door 
simply by constructing a func- 
tional room divider. This device, 
which is gaining fast acceptance 
among home owners, may be in- 
stalled while the house is under 
construction or in 
an 
existing 


Structure. 


Better Entry Hall 


, 
.''any home owners feel t)iat the 


room divider furnishes a better 
entry hall than a separate room, 
primarily because of its functional 
nature and reasonable cost. Most 
room dividers used for this pur- 
pose are less than ceiling height, 
and many arc lower than eye level. 
The height is a matter for indi- 
vidual preference and the storage 
Acquirements. 


Sometimes the room divider is" 


made large enough to serve as 
guest closet. It has many possi- 
bilities, limited only by the in- 
genuity of the designer. 


Whatever the design, the room 


divider is constructed on a sturdy 
framework of light lumber. The 


entire structure is securely fas- 
tened to the floor and, at one end, 
to the wall studs. 


Judge Size 


In the event storage room is re- 


quired for coats, of course, 
at 


least a portion of the divider 
should be tall enough to hold the 
garments. 
Door height is sug- 


gested. Width of the divider will 
vary according to individual con- 
ditions, but it probably will be a 
minimum of one foot. 


On the living room side, provi- 


sion may be made for open book- 
shelves or shelving protected by 
sliding doors. Again, versatile 
hardboard can be used, as it makes 
ideal panel doors that slide in 
grooves cut into the lumber or in 
channels that may be purchased 
at a hardware store. To lend a 
contrasting and beautiful effect, 
these panel doors may be cut from 
Masonite Leatherwood, an em- 
bossed panel having the appear- 
ance of Spanish 
grain 
leather. 


This material may be given an 
attractive tone-on-tone finish.

The most dangerous hours of the 


day for young children are meal- 
time and laundrytime. Those arc 
the times when they are most like- 
ly to be burned or scalded, life in- 
surance satistics indicate. 


In boys under- 5 nearly two- 


thirds of trie deaths from burns 
are from hot liquids spilling on 
them or steam sprays. In girls of 
the same age scalding liquids and 
steam cause about half the burn 
fatalities. 


Since cooking and washing can't 


be eliminated at home, the Nation- 
al Board of Fire 
Underwriters 


urges more carfcul supervision of 
young children, especially near 
tubs of hot water and around the 
stove. 


Got Reliable Sitter 


Most of the accidents occur 


when no adult is around to keep an 
eye on the children. A survey of 
800 cases of children burned to 
death showed that in nearly a 
third of the deaths the children 
were left alone in the house. 


At' all times, they remind* par- 


ents, an adult or responsible baby- 
sitter should be with the children. 
Anyone staying with youngsters 
should know how to call the fire 
department in an emergency and 
should be given a telephone num- 


ber where parents can be reached 
if necessary. 


The National Board suggests 


that parents might -further safe- 
guard children against fire and 
burns in the home by checking 
over the house for fire hazards 
during their regular spring house 
cleaning. 


See that a metal screen is placed 


in front of your fireplace so that 
children won't get too close to the 
fire or. be burned -by popping 
sparks,

Betting Economics 


Twenty billion dollars is the sum that the Senate Crime 


Investigating Committee says is a conservative estimate of 
the money that changes hands as a result of illegal, organized 
gambling.

It is more than is spent on autos, auto 
parts, gas and oil—estimated at slightly more than 18 billion 
dollars a year.

How- 
ever, not in behalf of gambling but for the sake of realism, 
we might point out that gambling is non-inflationary to the 
extent that it removes from normal trade channels money 
which otherwise might be used to bid up the price for limited 
supplies of goods and service.

Victims of ragweed hay fever 


who like to plan their vacations so 
that they can get away from the 
source of their difficulty might be 
more comfortable if they started 
thinking now about where they 
want to go. In order to get com- 
plete relief it is usually necessary 
to go a long way from where rag- 
weed grows since the pollen is 
carried for many miles by a strong 
wind. 


There is practically no spot in 


the middle of the North American 
continent which is free of ragweed 
or which cannot be reached by the 
pollen when the wind is wrong. 
However, the amount of ragweed 
on the ground, and of pollen in the 
air, is not high in many parts of 
northern Wisconsin, Minnesota, the 
nortern peninsula of Michigan and 
corresponding areas of Canada. 
Many hay fever sufferers get at 
least partial relief from places'in 
these regions or on islands in the 
Great Lakes. 


The Pacific shore from Alaska 


on down is apt to be pleasant since 
there is little or no ragweed grow- 
ing there. Most parts of Arizona 


and New Mexico and eastern ana 
southern Florida are considered 
good spots. The northern and west- 
ern part of Maine is also claimed 
to be free from ragweed and some 
parts of New Hampshire likewise. 
These areas should be satisfactory, 
except when pollen is brought in by 
the wind from somewhere else. 


Many of the national parks, are 


good places to get away from hay 
fever. 
AWAY FROM IT ALL 


Going still farther afield, one 


may mention the European conti- 
nent and the British Isles which 
are free of ragweed and where 
complete relief is the rule. 


Mexico City is another foreigiJif 


spot which is highly favorable- for 
the hay fever sufferer. With all 
these places to select and with the 
time to go, anyone who wants to 
can get away from his misery 
pretty successfully.

Don't Starve Hand to Meld 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


Most experienced players know 


that it is very unwise to make 
an initial meld from the hand that 
uses up a substantial number of 
cards. You get caught without 
enough cards in your ' hand to 
fight for the discard pile. 


For example, suppose you need 


90 points for the first meld and 
that you draw from the stock and 
hold: A-Q-J 10-10-10 9-9-9 8-8-8. 


You are able to reach the mini- 


mum by melding, all the 
tens, 


nines, 
and eights. 
Then 
you 


would have to discard, after which 
you would have two odd cards 
left. 


However, this would be a very 


poor meld to make. 
You would 


have practically no chance to get 
the discard pile, and you would 
need remarkable luck to meld out 
quickly. 


Better policy with this hand is 


to keep the cards all in your hand 
and hope for a good break. Per- 
haps, a ten, nine or eight will be 
discarded. to you; and you will 
then get a discard pile. Perhaps 
your partner will be able to get 
Lhe pile or to meld more economi- 
cally from his hand. 


The situation would be differ- 


ent, however, if you needed 50 
points and held, after a draw from 
Jie tstock, such a hand as: 


A 7-7-7-7 6-6-6 4-4-4 2. 
Your best play is to meld your 


sevens, sixes, and fours. 
Then 


you discard the ace, save th<^| 
deuce in your hand, and wait for 
developments.• • * 


The chances are very good that 


your partner can add enough to 
one of your melds so that you 
will be able to make a canasta 
and meld out at your next tum- 
or perh'aps the turn after that. 


The big argument in favor of 


melding at once is that ybu have , 
practically no chance to do your-** 
self much good if you hold up. 
Even if you get the discard pile 
you won't be able to make a big 
hand. There are too many high 
cards and wild cards available to 
the opponents, so tha't they will 
b«, able to stop your parade before 
it even gets started.

GOP Uses Truman Tactics In MacArthur Charge Probe

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—Republican strategy at the 
present time seems to have taken a leaf from the same 
political handbook used to attack, attack, attack—re- 
lentlessly and repetltiously. 


This strategy worked pretty well for the the Demo- 
crats three years ago. It is working pretty well for the 
GOP today. 


President Truman's target was the Republican-con- 


trolled 80th Congress. The GOP targets are the White 
House and State Department, Defense Secretary George 
C. Marshall and the Joint Chiefs of Staff are added 
starters since the firing of Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
from his Far Eastern command. 


The Republican idea is to throw everything at 'em, 


including the book itself. When the Democrats answer 
on one point, start talking about something else. But 
always attack, never defend. 


That was the technicque used by Sen. Joseph R. 


McCarthy in his charges of communism in the State 
Department last year. It was the technique that de- 
feated Sen. Millard E. Tydings of Maryland in his fight 
for re-election. His opposition built up the suspicion 
that Senator Tydings, as chairman of the Senate For- 
eign Relations Subcommittee investigating the Mc- 
Carthy charges, had done a whitewash job. And that 
got him. 


Exactly the same kind of build«up has boon started 


against Sen. Richard B. Russell of George. He Is chair- 
man of the Senate Joint Armed Services-Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee investigating the MacArthur charges.

Russell Mot So Vulnerable 


Senator Russell is in a little better position than 


Senator Tydings was. 
Senator Russell doesn't have to 


run for re-election till 1954. He doesn't have any Re- 
publican opposition in Georgia. 
But he might get into 


a hot primary fight for renomination If some ambitious 
opponent wants to make an Issue of his apparent sup- 
port of the administration's Far Eastern policies. 
The strategy of political attack also involves hit- 


ting the opposition where they ain't The Truman ad- 
ministration is doing everything that can be done In 
Europe. 
Republicans therefore charge that it is too 


much. But the Truman administration has not done 
everything that might be done in Asia. So the GOP 
tack here Is that it Isn't enough. 
To all outward appearances the Republican attack 


plus the charges in General MacArthur's speech to Con- 
gress have resulted in some changes in the Truman- 
Achcson policies with respect to the Chinese Nationalist 
government on Formosa. 
It does no good for the administration to say that 


it started planning greater aid" to Chiang Kai-shek's 
armies last January. It docs no good for President 
Truman to say that his policies have not changed. Those 
arc defenses. Nobody is Interested in defense state- 
ments or rationalizations. Riding high, the Republicans 
push the attack against every crack in the now battered 
and mating Truman armor. 


The pressure has already forced the Russell com- 


mittee to make public previously suppressed sections 
of Lieut.-Gen. Albert C. Wedemeyer's 1947 report on 
China and Korea. This did no particular harm. It is 
a little hard to see why these sections were not made 
public before. 


Partisans may read excerpts from the Wedemeyer 


report to prove'any previous convictions. In one place 
General Wedemeyer says: 
." ... 
it Is a certainty that the bulk of the (Chin- 


ese) people are not disposed to a Communist political 
and economic structure . . . The United States facilitated 
the Soviet program in the Far East. . . The Nationalist 
Government (of China) has consistently, since 1927, op- 
posed Communism." 
These sentences make the Truman Far Eastern pol- 


icy look bad. But right along with them are sentences 
which say: 
"There were justifiable reasons for those policies 
.. . Adoption by the United States of a policy motivated 
Bolely toward stopping the expansion of Communism 
without regard to the continued existence of an un- 
popular repressive government would render any aid 
Ineffective. Further, United States prestige In the Far 
East would suffer heavily, and wavering elements might 
turn away from the existing government to Commu- 
nism." 
Where does that leave you? In the light of subse- 


quent experience, there are some recommendations in 
the Wedemeyer report—like the four power trusteeship 
for Korea and Manchuria—which simply would not have 
worked. A lot of the politically motivated expertlng 
now being put forward might not work «a well,- cither.

syrup are the foods that many families buy first when money is scarce 
Many large families practically live on these foods, too. 


They are filling; they satisfy those hunger pangs and they tew 


-ito be inexpensive—but these foods are primarily energy foods. W 
wknaw that energy foods are important, especially for children. Bu 


these same children in order to keep well and develop into healthy 
adults, also need "body-building" foods. Such foods are milk, meats 
eggs, vegetables and fruit. Often these foods are expensive and don' 
satisfy either like the energy foods, do. 


The lower the income, however, 


the more important it is to re- 
member that (1) The family must 
have filling foods that give them 
a. comfortable feeling. (2) The 
family must have body building 


wfoods that are both as inexpensive 


and satisfying as possible. 


Suggestions for keeping costs 


low on body-building foods: 


1. Use milk in its less expensive 


form—evaporated, 
skimmed 
or 


dried Learn to use these forms 
well. 


2. Use the variety meats, heart, 


tongue, kidney, pork liver—also 
use fish often. 


•^ 3. Use greater amounts of eggs 


when prices reduce—often in late 
winter and spring. 


4. Purchase 
vegetables 
and 


fruits in season— watch markets — 
use carrots and cabbage — juice or- 
anges, dried prunes, raisens and 
apples. 


5. Use cheaper grades of canned 


products, as nutritious as higher 
grades. 


6. Buy in quantity— potatoes in 


,-100 Ib. bag, flower in 25 Ib. lots 
*or more, peanut butter in quart 


jar, cheese in 2 Ib. carton. At same 
time be sure to have adequate 
storage to prevent spoilage. 


7. Buy in special-priced lots, two 


bunches of carrots, three cans of 
peas, corn, etc. Milk by half -gallon 
or gallon, etc. 


8. At home prepare main foods — 


Instead of using ready-prepared 
items that are often more costly — 
- example — cooked salad dressing, 
•rice, bread and cornstarch pud- 


dings, hot cereals, corn meal mush, 
scrapple, muffins, pancakes, bis- 
cuits, cereal and cookies. 


Wnen using less expensive food 


use ingenuity to make items varied 
and appetizing. For variety use 
different seasonings: Onion, garlic, 
parsley, sage, celery seed and chili. 
Use variety methods as stuffing, 
creaming, baking, boiling and all

MacArthur said he never re-
